tial law tonight. 
The rioters, inflamed over the 
a c iu itta l of an A m erican soldier 
by a U. S. A rm y eourt-m arN ii for 
the slaying of a Chinese peeping 
tom, o verran and wrecked even 
the Taipei police station. 
They also sm ash ed the offices 
of the United S tates Information 
Service and attem p ted to storm 
the hea d q u arters of the U. S. mili­ 
tary advisory group. 


In W ashington, Nationalist Chi­ 
nese A m bassad or 
Hollington 
K. 
Tong called on the State D ep art­ 
m ent and expressed his nation’s 
“ profoundest re g re t” for the in­ 
cident which he described as “ aw ­ 
ful.” He said he felt the incident 
w as “ ju st an o utbreak of em otion” 
and

“ no deep 
anti- 
A m erican sen tim en t” in Form osa 


N ationalist police stood by w ith­ 
out acting when a few hundred 
persons started dem onstrating in 
front of the em bassy. 
But this 
sm all 
crowd 
soon 
swelled 
to

m ob of about 10,000 and an orgy 
of violence began. 


B elatedly, the police moved in 
to stop the rioting and arrested 
a n um ber of dem o nstrato rs. Their 
friends storm ed the police station 
in an effort to free them. 


Two Chinese rioters wore killed 
when police opened fire during the 
a ttac k on the police station. 
One 


w as identified as Wu Mei pao, 28, 
a Chinese student from San F ran 
ciscof It was not definite, but he 
was believed to be an A m erican 
citizen. 
Another student from San 
Francisco, Ling Kwei-chi, 22, was 
seriously injured. 


A m ericans R em oved Safely 


The governm ent tonight d e cla r­ 
ed m artial law in all areas w here 
A m erican installations and hom es 
are located. 
All A m ericans w ere advised to 
stay off the streets. 


Those who w ere trapped in the 
em bassy when the attacks started 
w ere beaten by the rioters. An em-

CHICAGO (UPI — Investigators 
m arch ed m usty files today for rec­ 
ords they hoped w ould tell them 
th e whole story of a wholesale 
looting of the Cook County (Chi­ 
cago) tre a su re r s office. 


S tate ’s Atty. B enjam in Adamow- 
ski said the p lu n d e r might total j 
m ore than one million dollars and 
likened the th efts to form er State 
A ud itor Orville E. H odge’s $2,500,- j 
OOO raid on the Illinois treasury. 


Adam ow ski and County T reasu r­ 
er H erbert C. P aschen revealed the 
wholesale looting Thursday. 


They said an au dit has pinned 
down the system atic theft of at 
least 
$444,299 
from 
the 
county 
tre a su re r’s tax foreclosure fund, 
j 
But Adam ow ski said the s h o rt-1 
age involved is at least a half m il­ 
lion dollars and may exceed a mil 
lion. 


“This is a fantastic jig-saw p u z-1 
zle and the pieces are just begin 
ning to fall into place,” he said. 
Adamowski o rd ered a grand ju ry 
investigation 
and 
subpenaed 
all 
books and records for the past IO 
years from the tre a s u re r’s office. 
Investigators sought specifically , 
the records of two previous tre a s­ 
urers, Louis E Nelson and the late 
John B. Brenza. 
Nelson served 
from D ecember, 1946, to D ecem ­ 
ber, 1950, and Brenza from D ecem ­ 
ber, 1950, to D ecem ber, 1954. 
Some of tho records of the two 
form er treasu re rs have been lock­ 
ed in vaults in th e basem ent of the 
county building. B renza’s relatives, 
and Nelson have held the keys. j 
They prom ised to cooperate in the 
investigation. 
Adamow’ski said the funds were 
embezzled 
by 
issuing 
fraudulent! 
v o u c h e r s authorizing p a\ m ents j 
from the tax foreclosure fund and 
later destroying the vouchers. 
Investigators 
traced 
the

At 
least 
th re e 
of the

checks were issued to a fictitious I 
person, 
investigators 
said,

cashed his forged checks. 
Adamowski said it probably will 


take m onths to aud it the records 
fully. 


“ T here are overtones of sim i­ 
larity with the Hodge scan d al,” 
Adamow ski, a Republican, said. 
Paschen,

can di­ 
date for governor until an earlier 
scandal in his office forced him to 
w ithdraw , 
said

shocked.” 


“ I knew nothing of it, of course,” 
P aschen said. 
The sta te ’s attorney em phasized 
th at Paschen c a m e to him volun­ 
tarily with the inform ation and of­ 
fered all of his records for inspec­ 
tion. Two v eteran em ployes in the 
tr e a s u re r’s office w ere suspended 
pending the investigation. 
P aschen blam ed an archaic book­ 
keeping system he inherited when 
he took office for the looting. The 
missing funds w ere discovered d u r­ 
ing installation of a new bookkeep­ 
ing and auditing system .

The billboard section of the bill 
would provide ex tra aid to states 
which agree to limit billboards for 
660 feet on either side of the high- 
way system. 
The extra aid w'ould 
am ount to three-qu arters of I per 
; cent of the cost of the highway. 


The highway extension—added to 
the bill as an am en d m en t by Sen. 
F rancis Case (R-S.D .) in a su r­ 
prise m ove—would extend the p e r­ 
iod for construction of the entire 
system from 13 y e a rs to 20 years.

$2,200,000,000 
annually for 
| seven years beginning July I, 1967 
for the 90 per cent federal share 
of the cost of the additional miie- 
j age.

The bill went to conference com ­ 
m ittee when the Senate refused to 
approve som e am en dm ents to the 
bill put on in the House.

limit to a rigid mileage limit, 
rem ains but the conference com ­ 
m ittee ch ang es would limit auto 
mobiles in 65 miles per hour day 
or night, heavy trucks to 50 miles 
per hour and lighter trucks and 
buses to 60. 
The bond issue proposal, which 
includes 86 million dollars for the 
University of Illinois, 81 million for 
m ental institutions, 51 million for 
Southern Illinois University, and 40 
million for the four state teachers 
colleges, will go before the voters 
at the N ovem ber, 1958, election. 
Stratton won legislative approval 
of the proposal despite objections 
th at bond interest costs would be 
too high. The bonds would have to 
be sold at no m ore than 4 per cent 
and would have to be retired w ith­ 
in 25 years. 
S tratton 
also signed

$5 a day instead of $1.50.

Policies Cover 
Water Damage 


W ater d am ag e losses running in­ 
to hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars in this area as a result of re ­ 
cent storm s accentuates the need 
of in su rance to cover these c a ta s­ 
trophes, a local insurance broker 
suggested to The R egister today. 
Some v. m sideration has been giv­ 
en to a governm ent-supported in­ 
surance p ro g ra m the broker ad d­ 
ed, suggesting th a t insurance com ­ 
panies generally could not afford 
to u nderw rite the possible losses, 
due to the im m ense d a m ag e done 
by w ater. 
Under present day insurance cov­ 
erages, little or no protection is 
afforded 
against flood 
or rising 
w ater such as inundated this sec­ 
tion of the country during the past 
few days. 
The only coverage against flood 
or seepage d a m ag e generally is 
for dwellings w here ow ners have 
personal 
property floater, some 
types of hom eow ners policies or 
in som e instances an In’and Marine 
m ortgage form w here furniture is 
bought on a budget plan. 
F or the 
m ost 
part, 
however, 
there is no coverage. 
G enerally, insurance policies cov­ 
er d a m a g e from w ater only where 
w indstorm or lightning causes an 
opening in a roof or wall, p e rm it­ 
ting rainfall to d am ag e the con­ 
tents.
